field and on a truck parked at its southern torder. 


slghteen jet nlunes which were checked and vrreneated ty nhunderous 
personnel were seen on the eastern border of the airfield at 
7:70 a.m. on 18 vebruary 1950. Yvhe noise heard was similar to
